AS YE SOW, SO SHALL YE REAP 


Baron H. von Gérlach, formerly of the 
German cabinet under the Ebert govern- 
ment, is out in a published article, re- 
viewimg the German situation, which is 
the best thing of the kind to yet eminate 
from German sources. He traces the war 
and the causes which led up to it, and 
does hot spart his own nation a particle 
for being the. cause, because of their mili- 
taristic spirit and teachings. He says 
they sowed hate and are therefore now 
reaping hate, which is natural ard could 
not be otherwise. 

The minister says the German people 
as a whole were deceived by their im- 
perial leaders and did not know the true 
state of affairs, and many of them do not 
to this day. The present generation of 
them over there has been taught mili- 
tarism, imperialisn, that the kaiser was 
the spokesman of God and could do no 
wrong, and it has also been taught, from 
childhood up, hatred of other nations, 
especially of the French and English. 
They cast this hate bread upon the 
waters, and now after many days it is 
coming back, and they have the hatred 
and contempt of the whole world. The 
different classes there, he says, even hate 
each other, and until Germany as a na- 
tion can climinate its own hate it can 
expect nothing from the rest of the world 
but hate. 

This is as true as the ever-living gospel. 
“*As ye sow, so will ye reap,’’ is as true 
today as it was centuries ago. Those who 
sow love and charity and benevolence will 
reap love and charity and benovelence, 
and those who sow hate will reap hate. 

We do not believe that Americans hate 
the Germans, as we as a people are in- 
eapable of hating anybody or anvthing, 
but we dispise them for what they have 
done, for the crimes they have committed 
and the wrongs they have heaped upon 
humanity, and we want nothing more to 
do with them. We do not want to do 


business’ with them or associate with 
them. Our feclings toward the Germans 
over in the old country is probably more 
in the nature of pity and contempt than 
hatred. And this does not apply to the 
Germans who have become Americans, or 
their children in this country, Any Ger- 
man-American who is loyal to this coun 
try, its flag and its institutions, has noth- 
ing to fear from this country or its people. 


It will take several generations for Ger- 
many to reform itself and eultivate there 
a spirit of tolerence, justice and love for 
humanity to take the place of its present 
hate and bitterness,intolerence, arrogance 
and shortsightedness, because a s the twig 
is bent so will the tree grow, and the 
present generation of Germans have been 
taught, even in their public schools, the 
attribues which have brought about their 
downfall, from earliest childhood, and 
this cannot and will not be unlearned. 
The children now growing up there, how- 
ever, will probably be taught different 
things and along different lines, and in 
time this will change the present national 
characteristics. 

Among many other very true things, 


Baron von Gerlach says: 

“Our plentipotentiaries went to France. Slowly 
they traveled through the desert which was once 
the most fertile part of France. It had beeu made 
a waste by our ruthless methods of warfare. 

“Hate accompanied them; hate received them; 
hate has dictated the conditions of peace-—hate 
° 


and fear. 
“Hate of a Germany that has become pacifist

only as a matter of opportunism, but remains 
militarist at the bottom of her heart. 

“Wilson is free from hatred against us. A 
peace dictated by him should have been accept- 
able to every reasonable German. But he had no 
free hand in making his decision. 

“His hands were tied by his allies, with whose 
hate and fear he had to compromise. It was 
thus that the peace treaty acquired a form so 
terrible to us. 

“Whoever knows only a part of the sins com- 
mitted by our former rulers understands the 
world atmosphere of hate surrounding us. 

“But the majority of the German people do not 
know as yet of these crimes. 

“However, ft must learn to know of them, 
unless we wish to continue meeting hatred with 
hatred. In that case the world would continue 
to be what it wae during the war—one vast 
battlefield.@

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Carelessness in allowing the children to meddle 
with the yard faucet—carelessness in shutting off 
the water—costs you money.. 


Children like to play with water—but they do not 
take care to turn it off—or perhaps the faucet is ‘‘stiff’’ 
and is hard to turn off tight. You, too, help to contrib- 
ute to this waste by neglecting to replace worn wash- | 
ers—to kéep the faucet working properly. | 
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When the out-door faucet is left dripping it often 
happens that the waste is not discavered for a day or 
two. In the meantime the water meter has been ticking 
steadily and your water bill growing larger.
